PERHAPS the moat hazardous 
moments any of us aver experience 
are those immediate!) following 
our entry into the world. Birth is 
a natural process but, neverthe­ 
less, it is hedged round with many 
dangers. 
One of the chief of these perils 
lies in the risk of suffocation or 
asphyxia. You can tee why if you 
realize that the new-born babe is 
suddenly thrust from an entirely 
effortless existence into a world 
where it must live by its own ex­ 
ertion. It must, on the instant be­ 
gin to breathe. 
Without so much as a moment's 
preparation or learning, it muat 
use muscles and organs never be­ 
fore brought into play. 
Small 
wonder then that such a moment 
should need the best safeguards 
medical science can provide. 
Fortunately, according to Dr. 
Joseph Kreiselman of Washington, 
D. C., with proper care before and 
during the birth of the baby, as­ 
phyxia may be prevented and, 
even if it should occur, the baby's 
life can be saved with proper treat­ 
ment 
In the prevention of asphyxia, 
great care should be taken in the 
employment 
of 
pa in-relieving 
drugs during childbirth, such as 
sedatives and anesthetics. 
Seda­ 
tives include such things as the 
barbiturates, and anesthetics in­ 
clude such things as ether. 
There are certain things also 
which should be avoided in at­ 
tempting to revive the baby, such 
as swinging the infant, stretch­ 
ing the muscle in the lower open­ 


ing of the bowel, dousing the baby 
with athar, and using hot and eold 
baths. 
Various drugs which supposedly 
act ss stimulants to the circulation 
also have no value, according to 
Dr. Kreiselman. 
Pure Oxygen 
Dr. Kreiselman thinks that giv­ 
ing the baby pure oxygen is of 
much benefit, but he does not think 
that a mixture of carbon dioxide 
and oxygen is useful. In fact, it 
may actually be harmful. He sug­ 
gests that, in treating asphxia, 
the baby’s body temperature be 
kept up to normal, that the baby 
be put into proper position for 
keeping the air passages open, 
that the air passages be cleared, 
and that oxygen be administered 
continuously. 
He has prepared an apparatus 
for administering the oxygen. The 
baby is placed in a heated bed with 
the head lower than the feet. The 
mouth and throat are cleared of 
mucus and secretions by using a 
sucking apparatus. 
If the baby 
does not breathe at once, or if the 
baby’s skin has a blueish color, 
oxygen is given without delay. 
Sometimes, if the asphyxia is 
severe, it may be necessary to pass 
a rubber tube into the trachea or 
windpipe. Of course, this should 
be done by an expert, in order that 
no injury occurs to the tissues. 
Then 
oxygen 
may 
be 
passed 
through this tulle into the lungs, 
and secretions which may be block­ 
ing the breathing passages may be 
sucked out 
Prompt and satisfactory treat­ 
ment of asphyxia can save the lives 
of many infants.

IS PREDICTED 


Agriculture Department Says 
Plenty Of ‘Spuds’ Will 
Be On Market 


Official production estimates of 
what are generally known tji “ear­ 
ly potatoes" indicate a production 
of 52 million bushels to the end 
of June. Based on current crop 
conditions, total potato produc­ 
tion 
In 
the 
early 
commercial 
States up to September I may es­ 
tablish an all-time record as high 
as 70 to 75 million bushels, accord­ 


ing to the U. S. department of ag­ 
riculture. 
Practically all this volume of 
potatoes will be available for mar­ 
ket before September I, with rela­ 
tively little rsmaining after that 
date. In addition to this crop 
there will be a large volume of po­ 
tatoes from early areas in the late 
group of States during July and 
August. Commercially these wall 
come from Long Island, N. Y., Ne­ 
braska, Colorado, Idaho, Washing- 
! ton, and Oregon, plus homegrown 


and market garden supplies in vir­ 
tually all the other late States. 
Last Winter the Department rec­ 
ommended a goal of 52 million bu­ 
shels of early potatoes but the 
combination of overplanting by 
growers 
and 
good 
yields 
now 


makes a record crop of 70 to 75 
million bushels assured. Consump­ 
tion can absorb, without extra ef­ 
fort, 60 to 65 million bushels. This 
leaves IO to 15 million bushels that 
can be of untold value In filling 
the gap caused by the world ahort- 


age of cereals and many other 
food items. 
Early potatoes are often har­ 
vested before reaching full matur­ 
ity. Most of them probably would 
spoil before arrival if we attempt­ 
ed to ship them to famine-stricken 


areas abroad. But we can consume 
them at home as an alternative for 
the more readily exportable cer­ 
eals. All reports Indicate that the 
quality of this crop will be very 
high. 
The Department’s price-support 


program has been geared to take 
the low grades of potatoes off the 
market first In any area where 
support operations are started. 
The Department is requiring grow­ 
ers and shippers to agree to with­ 
hold culls and low grades from the 
food market when we are support­ 


ing prices. 
At present any apparent potBt 
shortage in a local market I 
merely the result of a car shortag 
or rainy weather which prevent 
harvesting. Some areas ara sbor 
of ice to protect them while ship 
ping.

Airing of the dispute over the 
proposed municipally-owned water 
•ystem in Circleville at an open 
forum m ass meeting scheduled for 
8 p. rn. Friday in Memorial Hall 
promises to be a nip-and-tuck af­ 
fair. 
The disputants—the municipal­ 
ity and the Ohio Water Service 
Company—have signified that each 
will have spokesmen at the meet­ 
ing to present their respective ar­ 
guments. 
Admission will be free and the 
crowd is expected to jam the aud­ 
itorium. Attorney William D. Rad­ 
cliff will serve as moderator. 
A feature of the program will jj 
be the question and answer per­ 
iod when members of the audience 
will be privileged to hurl questions 
at the spokesmen for either the 
water company or the~city. 
At next Tuesday's special ref­ 
erendum election Circleville citi­ 
zens will decide 
by majority vote 
— the fate of the city council’s 
plan to take over the water sys­ 
tem. 
The campaign is nearing a close, 
the battle lines are drawing tight- ; 
er in the ballot conflict, an J the j 
heavy artillery of the opposing j 
sides will be placed in oratorical j 
action 
at 
Friday nights 
mass 
meeting. 
The city officials propose to is­ 
sue 1550,000 in mortgage revenue j 
bonds to finance the purchase of 
the water system from the Ohio 
Water Service Company. By de­ 
mand of the water company the j 
voters 
will 
determine 
Tuesday J 
whether the bonds will be issued. 
For more than IO years the 
movement has been under way for 
a municipally-owned water system 
in Circleville. 
The Ohio Water Service Com­ 
pany refused to sell its properties 
at a price acceptable to city coun­ 
cil. Condemnation proceedings were 
then instituted by the city, and, 
following 
hearings in 
Pickaway 
County Common Pleas court, the 
value of the properties was fixed 
at $420,000 and Aug. 14, 1946 was 
aet as the final date on which the 
purchase 
may be made by the 
municipality. 
Last March the council passed 
an ordinance authorizing issuance 
of the $550,000 in bonds and de­ 
claring the city’s intention to ac­ 
quire the water system. The Ohio 
Water Service Company object­ 
ed to this procedure and filed peti­ 
tions with Mayor Ben H. Gordon 
demanding a vote of the people on 
the proposition. 
The petitions were certified to 
the Board of Elections which fix­ 
ed June 18 as the date for the 
special referendum election. 
In enacting the bond ordinance 
members of council declared that 
$420 OOO would be used to buy the 
water properties. $40,000 would be 
earmarked for engineering, legal, 
and other expenses, and $90,000 
would be allocated for needed im­ 
provements including a water soft­ 
ening plant and equipment. 
While the Ohio Water Service 
Company has branded the city’s 
water program an invasion of pri­ 
vate property rights, and a blow 
at the American system of private I 
enterprise, city officials contend j 
that it is the economic interest of 
Circlevilleans to own their own 
water system because they will j 
thus 
obtain 
better service 
and 
•oft water without an increase in 
water rat**s.
